In the late 1930s the Com- 
munists were busy, he said, in 
the electrical and steel indus- 
tries and on the riverfront, and 
two years ago on behalf of a 
group convicted of conspiring 
to overthrow the Government. 

Cortor, who gave his address 
as 1859 Irving place, Wellston, 
said he is employed at present 
on towboats in the Mississippi 
and Ohio rivers. 

He said he was a Communist 
here from 1°38 to the fall of 
1947, and again for about three 
years beginning in 1951 as an 
undercover informer for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
He volunteered his services to 
the committee for this hearing. 

Invokes Fifth Amendment. 

The first witness after Cor- 
tor, this afternoon, and the first 
witness, was James 
H. Sage, 6048 Stoneham drive, 
Berkeley, who said he was em- 
ployed at the Fisher Body plant 
here in 1950. He told of being 
laid off in November that year, 
and when asked why he turned 
down an opportunity to go back 
to work he invoked the Fifth 
Amendment, 

He did it again when asked 
to identify what Frank S. Tav- 
enner Jr., committee counsel, 
said was a copy of an applica- 
tion by Sage for a passport in 
October 1950. 

Sage was represented by Gar- 
nett W. Taylor, who said Sage 
had been referred to him by the 
Bar Association of St. Louis for 
assistance. 

The witness also invoked the 
Fifth Amendment when asked 
whether he sought to attend 


the Second World Peace Con-' 


ference at Sheffield, England, 
in 1950. Tavenner said the 
conference was Communist- 
dominated, and that the British 
Government turned it away. 

Sage also refused to say 
whether the Polish Government 
paid his expenses to attend, 
when the meeting was held at 
Warsaw instead. 

Cortor said he had heard es- 
timates that there were about 
512 party members in Missouri 
and Arkansas from 1938 to 1947, 


and he judged that about 90 
per cent of them were in the 
St. Louis area. 


Names Sentner. 

Cortor named several persons 
he said he had known as party 
workers, including William 
Sentner, one of five Commu- 
nists convicted under the Smith 
Act here in 1954, and Robert 
Manewitz, also convicted. 

Other names he supplied were 


those of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Fiering, Mr. and Mrs. Albert 
Wagenknechi, and Louis and 


George Kimmel. 


Cortor gave a number. of 
names of persons he said he 
knew as members of Commu- 


nist groups. A West Side group 
to which he belonged in 1951, 
he said, included Manewitz, 
Julius Hecht and his wife, 
Thelma, John Nordman and Or- 
ville Leach. 

Later, Cortor testified, he 
was asked to work for the St. 
Louis Emergency Defense Com- 
mittee, to raise money and do

eth congress of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party in Moscow.

Little Doubt at Time. 
Stalin's death on March 5,

The bulletins on 
his illness and death were 
signed by some of Moscow’s 
foremost men. The _ best in- 
formed United States experts 
on the Soviet Union had always 


considered it probable that 
Stalin died the way that his 
successors said he did.

Stopping Violence. 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP) 
The Supreme Court decided 6 
to 3 today the Taft-Hartley la- 
bor law does not prevent state 
Jabor boards from barring mass 
picketing, use of force and 
threats of violence by strikers 

Justice Reed delivered the 
decision for the majority com- 
posed of himself and Justices 


Frankfurter, Burton, Clark, 
Minton and Harlan. Justice 
Douglas wrote a dissent, in 


which Chief Justice Warren and 
Justice Black joined. 

The ruling was given on an 
appeal by the United a te 
i W ‘s from 
by the Wisconsin Fon 
Court. The state court upheld 
an injunction which restricted 
picketing and other union 
tivities during a strike in April 
1954 at the plant of the 
Co., in Kohler, Wis. 
Reed's majority opinion said 
“the dominant interest of the 
state in preventing violence 
and property damage cannot be 
questioned. It is a matter of 
genuine local concern.” Reed 
added: “Nor should the fact 
that a union commits a federal! 
unfair jabor practice while en- 


gaging in violent conduct pre- 
vent states from taking steps 
to stop the violence 


‘Natural Guardians.’ 

“The states are the natural 
guardians of the public against 
violence It is the local com- 
munities that suffer most from 
the fear and loss occasioned by 
coercion and destruction. We 
would not interpret an act of 
Congress to leave them power- 
less to avert such emergencies 
without compelling directions to 
that effect 

“We hold that Wisconsin may 
enjoin the violent union con- 
duct here involved. The fact 
that Wisconsin has chosen to 
entrust its power to a (state) 
labor board is of no concern to 
this court.” 

The Wisconsin Employment 
Relations Board, acting under 
the state's employment peace 
act. had ordered the UAW to 
cease mass picketing and other 
union tactics in the Kohler 
strike 

UAW’'s appeal contended the 
Wisconsin act “substantially 
duplicates the Taft-Hartley Act 
by setting forth employe rights | 
and by prohibiting both employ- 
er and union unfair labor prac- | 
tices.” 

The union said the Wiscon- 
sin board barred as unfair prac- 
tices under the state law ‘“‘con- 
duct affecting interstate com- 
merce of the kind that has been | 
held to be an unfair labor 
practice within the meaning of 
the. National Labor Act.”. The 
union argued federal procedure 
for preventing unfair practices 
must be exclusive 

Firm Declared Guilty. 

The Kohler Co. in a brief said 
“the 1954 strike “from the out- 
set was conducted as an organ- 
ized campaign of terror and 
violence intended to break the 
employer's resistance to the! 
union demands by force alone.” 

Before the Kohler case was 
acted on by a Wisconsin state} 
court the National Labor Board | 
declared the firm guilty of un- 
fair labor practices in a dispute 
growing out of working condi- 
tions prior to the strike. 

While the strike case was 
pending. before Wisconsin 
courts, the NLRB brought its 
own charges of unfair labor 
practices against the company 
A hearing on these charges was 
competed May 4 but the trial ex- 
aminer has made no report,

Refused 6-3 to order rein- 
statement of a woman employe 
fired on grounds she was a 
Communist and had made false 
statements in her application for 
a job.

6. On Jan. 20, 1939 Stalin 
messaged key government agen- | 
cies throughout Russia “that 
the application of methods of 
physical pressure” by the secret 
police organization NKVD was 
definitely permissible. Thus he 
personally sanctioned “the most 
brutal violation of socialist le- 
gality, torture and oppression, 
which led as we have seen to 
the slandering and self-accusa- 
tion of innocent people.” 

7. The founder of Communist 
Russia. V. I. Lenin, had warned 
of Stalin’s use of “brutal force.” 
Stalin had identified himself 
with Lenin and all his works 
and Khrushchev told the party

ership and established “the cult 
of the individual.”

“Had our industry mobilized 
properly and in time to supply 
the army with the necessary 
material, our wartime losses 
would have been decidedly 
smaller,” Khrushchev said. 

Khrushchev said the Soviet 
army did not even have enough 
rifles. Once in those early « vs 
of mobilization, he said, he 
called Stalin’s secretary, Georgi 
Malenkov, later Premier for a 
brief time, and asked him for 
arms at Kiev. 

“We cannot send you arms, 
Khrushchev quoted Malenkov 
as saying. “We are sending all 
our rifles to Leningrad ‘(a ma- 
jor target of Nazi attack) and 
you have to arm yourselves.” 

At this point, according to 
the version of the speech given 
out here, there was ‘‘movement 
in the hall.” 

Khrushchev had been among 
those who extolled the alleged 
military brilliance of Stalin un- 
til his death three years ago, 
But in his speech to the party 
leadership, aimed to destroy 
the posthumous influence of 
Stalin, Khrushchev’ declared 
that “in the first hours of day 
(of the German attack) the 
enemy had destroyed in our 
border regions a large part of 


our air force, artillery and 
other military equipment: he 
annihilated large numbers of 


our military cadres and disor- 
ganized . our ‘military leader- 
ship; consequently we could not 
prevent the enemy from march- 
ing deep into the country.” 
Explosive Accusation. 

At this point in the speech 
Khrushchev made one of his 
most explosive accusations, as- 
serting that Stalin was guilty 
of the “annihilation of many 
military commanders and polit- 
ical workers during 1937-41 and 
that this was responsible for 
many of the military disasters 
which fell upon Russia in the 
early part of the war. 

Those who uvived proved 
themselves in the first days of 
be 


war to “real patriots,” 
Khrushchev said. He said he 
had in mind “such comrades” 
as Rokossovsky, Gorbatov, Ma- 
retskov and. Podlas, but added: 
“Many such commanders per-

After the initial setbacks, 

Khrushchev said, Stalin thought 


the country was defeated and 
declared in a speech, “‘all that 
which Lenin created we have 
lost forever.” 

After that, Khrushchev said, 
Stalin did not direct military 
operations and he only re- 
turned to active Jeadership 
when Politburo members told 
him it was essential. 


‘Nervousness, Hysteria.’ 

Stalin showed “nervousness 
and hysteria” in the war, the 
party chief said, and did not un- 
derstand the real situation as it 
developed at the front. Khru- 
shchev described one early mill- 
tary operation in which an ap- 
peal was made to Stalin by the 
military command to change 
Soviet strategy but Stalin re- 
fused to do so. . The result, he 
said, was that the Germans 
“surrounded our army concen- 
trations” and ‘‘we lost hundreds 
of thousands of our soldiers.” 

“This is Stalin’s military 
‘genius’,” Khrushchev summed 
up. “This is what it cost us.” 

The operation referred to 
was in the vicinity of Kharkov. 

“Not Stalin, but the party as 
a whole, the Soviet government, 
our heroic army, its talented 
leaders and brave soldiers, 
whole Soviet nation—these are 
the ones who assured the vic- 
tory in the great patriatic war,” 
Khrushchev said 

This outburst brought what 
was described in the record of 
the speech released by the state 
department as , ‘tempestuous 
and prolonged applause.”

Beria “climbed up the Gov- 
ernment ladder over an untold 
number of corpses,’ Khrush- 
chev said. 

Never Checked Charges. 

He’ said Stalin believed so 
much in Beria that he never 
| bothered to check accusations 
| Beria made against other Com- 
munist leaders. He recounted 
an execution in 1937: 
“Kaminsky was arrested and 
then shot. Had Stalin examined 
Kaminsky’s statement? No, be- 
cause Stalin believed in Beria, 
and that was enough for him.

At another point, Khrush- 
chev said: 

“It was determined that of

70 per cent, were arrested and 
shot (mostly in 1937-1938).” 

At this point the report noted 
parenthetically: “indignation in 
the hall.” 

“The same fate,” Khrushchev 
continued, “met not only the 
central committee members but 
also the majority of the dele- 
gates of the seventeenth party 
congress.” 

‘Doctors’ Plot.’ 

Of the famous “doctors’ plot,” 
Khrushchev said “actually there 
was no ‘affair’ outside of the 
declaration of the woman doctor 
Timashuk, who was probably in- 
fluenced or ordered by someone 
... to write Stalin a letter in 
which she declared that doctors 
were applying supposedly im- 
proper methods of medical 
treatment. 

“Such a letter was sufficient 
for Stalin to reach an immedi- 
ate conclusion that there were 
doctor-plotters in the Soviet 
Union. He issued orders to ar- 
rest a group of eminent Soviet 
medical specialists. He person- 
ally issued advice on the con- 
duct of the investigation... . 

“This ignominious ‘case’ was 
set up by Stalin; he did not, 
however, have time in which to 
bring it at an end (‘as he con- 
ceived that end), and for this 
reason the doctors are still 
alive.”

WELVE days have elapsed 
T since President Eisenhower

Cain is the former Republi- 
can Senator who acquired the 
facts about the security prob- 
lem at first hand, having been 
appointed to the Subversive Ac- 
tivities Control Board by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in 1953. 

The presidential promise of 
an interview climaxed a long 
effort on Cain’s part, first in 
private and then in public, to 
attract Administration attention 
to the weaknesses and injustices 
of the security system. The ap- 
pointment, for which he prompt- 
ly wrote to White House Ap- 
pointment Secretary Bernard 
Shanley, will be his first chance 
to talk with the President about 
what he found. 


In a very real sense the White 
House is up against a deadline 
in the matter of the Eisenhower- 
Cain confrontation. 

Asked to Testify. 


A Senate subcommittee of 
constitutional rights has asked 
Cain to testify at a public hear- 
ing next Monday. The subcom- 
mittee chairman is_ another 
dedicated crusader for a more 
just method of achd#eving in- 
ternal security, Senator Tom 
Hennings of Missourt. 

Hennings has had as much 
trouble getting Congress to im- 
prove the system as Cain has 
had with the White House and 


Justice Department. Both are 
now determined to be heard, 
and since both are fluent 


lawyer-politicians the hearings 


should be provocative. 

It would obviously be politi- 
cally unwise to allow Cain to 
appear as the still-denied peti- 
tioner for presidential attention 
to unfair treatment of govern- 
ment employes. 

Yet the problem at the White 
House is equally obvious.

Matter of Speed. 

“This is not and must not be 
constdered as a controversy re- 
volving around the issue of pub- 
lic power versus private power,” 
he said.

His basic argument was a 
simple syllogism: either private 
industry or the’ Goverrment 


must speed up American devel- 
opment of peaceful atomic en- 
ergy to regain and hold world 
leadership.

Opponents, including AEC 
Chairman Lewis L. Strauss, at- 
tacked Gore's major premise, 
denying that the United States 
is losing the nuclear power race, 
Taking their cue from Strauss, 
industry witnesses at the hear- 
ings scoffed at the “kilowatt 
race” and insisted that the 
United States enjoyed “genuine 
leadership” even if Russia did 
score a “meaningless” victory 
in being first with the most 
kilowatts of atomic generating 
capacity. 

Pinning the label “crash pro- 
gram” on the proposal—a term 
Gore appears to have avoided 
deliberately—opponents of the 
plan charge it would waste man-

A Nickel-Plated Balk 


The case of two New York business men who 
balked at a Senate inquiry into the nickel ‘gray 
market" indicates two things. 

One is that the Government's defense produc- 
tion controls have been too lax. The Senate 
Small Business Committee alleges that Saul 
Kaufman and Howard Chaime of New York ob- 
tained 12,000 pounds of scarce nickel last year 
by claiming it was needed to fill defense orders. 
Then, the committee contends, they sold it for 
civilian use at twice what they had paid for it. 

Moreover, the case shows that business men, 
as much as anyone else, may find it advisable to 
plead the Fifth Amendment. For Kaufman and 
Chaime invoked the right against self-incrimina- 
tion in refusing to produce records or discuss 
their dealings. 

The Commerce Department already has tight- 
ened up on defense order claims in the nickel 
business. As for the Fifth Amendment, it is 
there for the protection of all citizens. By invok- 
ing it, the two nickel dealers are refusing to in- 
criminate themselves, but the Senate committee 
can still put their case before the Justice Depart- 
ment for prosecution if the evidence justifies.

The verbal extravagances of the Moscow wel- 
come to Titoy are sure to excite demands in 
Congress for ‘a cessation of aid to Yugoslavia. 
Tito’s expressions of friendship for the Soviet 
Union's present regime can be interpreted as a 
dedication to the Soviet bloc which would dis- 
qualify him from friendly relations with the 
West. 

Such an interpretation, however, would ignore 
the changing nature of the Soviet bloc. It was 
precisely because the present Moscow regime 
has given up the effort to exercise complete 
domination over Yugoslavia that Tito went to 
Moscow—after first causing Moscow to come to 
him. The Russians obviously want the closest 
possible ties with Tito. But whereas Stalin in- 
terpreted this as total subjection, the present 
leadership puts up with something less.

So long as Titos brand of Communism con- 
tinues to embrace national independence from 
Moscow, the West has as much reason to main- 
tain friendly relations with him as it ever had.

It is always possible that the relationship 
between Moscow and Belgrade can change, and 
become the kind which Stalin vainly tried to 
enforce. Against this possibility the West must 
be on guard. But Tito’s being pelted with flow- 
ers, as he rides through Moscow streets should 
not be mistaken for a deeper policy matter. 
Nehru, too, got the full treatment in Moscow, but 
the West did not write him off as a puppet for 
that reason.

Mayor Tucker spoke with the voice of exper!i- 
ence when he told St. Louis University gradu- 
ates that competent citizens are inclined to avoid 
public office because of the disrespect which so 
often goes with it.

Yet when it costs 
more to win many a public office than it pays, 
how are candidates to avoid all such connec- 
tions? Naturally, the man with a not too scrupu- 


lous conscience is most likely to be a candidate. 

But if democracy is to be preserved in vigor, 
greater respect will have to go with public of- 
fice. Candidates and office-holders will have to 
be given greater independence through more 
adequate compensation. And a way will have to The Mirror 
be found to reduce the cost of running for pub- of 
lic office—perhaps by conducting campaigns to Public Opinion 
some extent at public expense and certainly by 
giving greater publicity to the sources of cam- 
paign funds. 

It is pointless to distrust public offieials even 
when there is cause to do so, unless there is a 
readiness to do something about basic causes on 
the local, state and national level. If the back- 
ground of public office is cleaned up, there will 
be fewer well justified complaints such as Mayor 
Tucker's. Meanwhile a bow to him and those like 
him who accept office despite obvious and se- 
vere handicaps.

Prelude to a Postal Increase 

The House Post Office Committee knows it is 
dealing with an unpopular proposal in recom- 
mending to Congress that it face up to the 
$460,000,000-a-year Post Office Department defi- 
cit by increasing mail rates. 

But the proposal makes serse, and will receive 
as much popular approval as it can possibly ob- 
tain, if the Administration, will lead up to it 
with one essentia! preliminary. Most citizens, we 
believe, will accept higher postal rates if they 
are convinced they are paying no more than 
the Post Office Department must have after 
making every practical economy. 

The first Hoover Commission on Organization 
of the Executive Branch of the Government, in 
the Truman Administration, reported that the 
first economy needed in the Post Office Depart- 
ment was the banishment of partisan politics. 
The spoils system is costly, and nowhere more 
than in the Post Office. 

Patrons may be convinced they should pay 
what it costs to operate an efficiently-run postal 
service. They may prove less agreeable to pay- 
ing for plums for deserving Republicans or 
Democrats.

corridor to the west. 


To Mr. Truman, these and other at- 
tacks like them were the usual business 
of politics in the “give ‘em the works” 
style. 

To Campaigner Eisenhower, unaccus- 
tomed to the slashing, personal attacks 
of politics, they were unfair and un- 
called for. 

Mr. Eisenhower's coolness to Mr. Tru- 
man became apparent when the former 
Chief Executive returned to Washing- 
ton in the spring of 1953. Mr. Truman 
wasn't invited to the White House, al- 
though he, as President, had invited 
former President Hoover to visit him 
at the White House. 


Then when President Eisenhower 
journeyed to Kansas City a year and a 
half ago to dedicate a new center, Pri- 
vate Citizen Truman phoned the Presi- 
dent's quarters in the Muehlbach Hotel, 
announcing that he would like to pay 
his respects to the President. There 
was a long delay and some confusion 
about who authorized the eventual re- 
sponse, but the reply was that the Presi- 
dent’s schedule was full. 


Sinee then there have been no over- 
tures either way. And certainly Mr. 
Truman’s recent resumption of political 
attack on Mr. Eisenhower—calling him 
a “do-nothing’” President—has hardly 
endeared him to “Ike.” 

All this is really too bad. There 
ought to be ways and means of utiliz- 
ing the talents and experience of former 
Presidents. 

Indeed, when Messrs. Khrushchev 
and Bulganin made their successful 
tour of India and Burma, and United 
States Asian ambassadors were urging 
that a high-ranking American be sent 
out to visit Asia, Mr. Truman’s name 
was mentioned. But the State Depart- 
ment did not suggest that name to the 
White House. 

As long as Mr. Truman prefers the 
role of active politician to that of elder 
statesman, he is not likely to be usable 
to an Eisenhower Administration. 

At the moment his attitude apparent- 
ly is, as he said in Kansas City recent- 
ly: “I’m a Democrat and a politician 
and I’m proud of it.”

Once Great, Now Forgotten 


GRANVILLE BARKER, by C. 8. Purdom. (Harvard, 

322 pas., $6 

Harley Granville Barker was without 
doubt one of the dominant figures in 
the British theater during the first 
three decades of the present century. 
Today, not yet 10 years after his death, 
his name means little except to the few 
who cherish an interest in the theater 
of the past. It is the judgment of the 
author of this thoughtful volume that 
in sum he was a failure, and his life a 
tragedy. This some- 
what surprising 
conclusion is based 
onreasons set forth 
in an Epilogue, 
which’ is the most 
valuable feature of 
Mr. Purdom's book. 

Although handi- 
capped by want of 
physical strength, 
Barker’s command 
of the craft of act- 
ing gave him abso- 
lute mastery of a 
limited number of 
roles. In the opin- 
ion of the author 
he has never been excelled, if equaled, 
as Eugene Marchbanks in the “Can- 
dida” of his devoted friend and asso- 
ciate, Bernard Shaw. But he disliked 
acting, practiced it unwillingly,’ and 
gave it up altogether in mid-career. 

His plays, in which he sought to rep- 
resent modern life honestly without the 
cliches of contemporary stagecraft, are 
today almost forgotten. “The moralism 
of the plays,” says Purdom, “may ac- 
count for their present neglect, and for 
the fact that when they are revived 
either on the stage or radio, neither 
producers nor actors know what to do 
with them.” 

His skill as a director -was unsur- 
passed. ‘No theatrical enterprise of 
this century has left a deeper mark 
upon the theatrical history of London 
than the Vedrenne-Barker management 
at the Royal Court Theater in the first 
decade of the century.” 


Here within three years were pro: 
duced to perfection Greek tragedies in 
the translations of Gilbert Murray, and 
some of the finest plays of Shaw, Gals- 
worthy and Masefield, several of them, 
like ‘Man and Superman,” for the first 
time on any stage. Yet in 1914. when 
only 37, with 31 years to live, he gave 
up direction ‘too. 

His final achievement was his fa- 
mous series of “Prefaces to Shake- 
speare,’ in which he sought to fuse 
his knowledge of practical theater with 
the scholarship of men like Prof. A. C. 
Bradley. “Scholars, critics, and men 
of the theater united in their praise 
.. » On the general principles set out 
in them, Shakespeare production for 
the past 20 years has with varying de- 
grees of understanding been carried 
out.” But, Purdom feels, even in these 
prefaces he fell short of complete suc- 
cess because he was too biased by a 
false scholarship. 

This volume is valuable as an addition 
to British theatricana, but chiefly as a 
reference book on the library shelf. 
The author has filled it to overflowing 
with so many letters, not selected with 
adequate discrimination, that it makes 
for labored reading, and all but the 
most persevering enthusiasts are likely 
to put it down unfinished.

ONE OF THE MOST POPULAR schools of painting 
today, Bernier said, is known as the School of Misery. 
Bernard Buffet is the most prominent member of 
this school. “‘The paintings of this school,” he said, 
“show underfed models with poor complexions and 
very gloomy countenances. When Buffet painted the 
Academie Goncourt, the members complained that al- 
though they weren't the happiest group in Paris they 
waren half as unhappy as Buffet made them out 
to be. 

“The School of Misery still-lifes usually show a cou- 
ple of spoiled vegetables and an extremely thin 
chicken.”’ 

“Sad things,” said Mrs. Bernier, “sell very well 
these days, particularly with the wealthy and upper 
bourgeois. They make wonderful contrasts in a bright, 
well-laid-out dining room. 

“To be painted today looking miserable is very chic 
and very expensive. For some reason well-fed people 
like to see themselves in a portrait looking very 
hungry.” 

In contrast to the School of Misery another school 
of painting known as the Social Realists, whose polit- 
ical leanings were tied to those of Stalin, have pulled 
a switch. With Stalin being discredited they no longer 
have to paint sad peasants and exploited workers. The 
literal art for the masses is not the only one accented 
by Moscow these days and the news from Russia is 
that artists can now go into abstract and other 
“bourgeois” forms.

The Big Political Headache for TV

NEW YORK, June 4. 

N mid-morning of Wednesday, 

Feb. 29, the telephones began 

to jangle on the desks of ex- 
ecutives in the television-radio 
networks in New York. A man 
in Washington named James C. 
Hagerty wanted to arrange 
some time on the air that night 
for his boss, President Eisen- 
hower, who wanted to tell the 
American people he had de- 
cided to run again for office, 
and why. 


The network executives hung 
up their phones, closed their 
eyes momentarily as if to shut 
out an unwelcome sight, then 
opened them to face the hard, 
realistic picture of the months 
to come. 

This was the beginning—the 
beginning of the roughest, 
toughest period television and 
radio had ever encountered—a 
period for which they had 
planned for years, but still 
dreaded. As _ Broadcasting- 
Telecasting magazine, bible of 
the’ industry, put it: “Eight 
grim months of political broad- 
casting loomed . . . with radio 
and television caught between 
the two political parties and the 
equal time requirements of the 
gt 
From both Republican and 
Democratic leaders the word 
had come: In 1956, with the 
maturity of the electronic age, 
there will be a minimum of 
whistle-stopping; from here on 
in it’s campaign by television. 

Back in 1858, some 75,000 
fortunate Americans heard the 
Lincoln-Douglas debates. This 
year the spoken words of the 
candidates will be audible to an 
estimated 115,000,000 persons 
by television, 140,000,000 by 
radio. And with 40,000,000 TV 
sets expected to be in American 
homes by convention time, it is 
no wonder that the political 
parties, the broadcasters and 
the commercial sponsors are 
going all-out to make full use 
of them. 

The Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties will spend well 
over $10,000,000 for program 
time alone in the six or seven 
weeks between conventions and 
election. The companies spon- 
soring the convention programs 


will spend another $20,000,000. 


Westinghouse is sponsoring 
CBS convention coverage for a 


reported $5,000,000; Philco on 


ABC for $4,500,000; three unan- 


nounced sponsors on NBC for 
perhaps $6,000,000, and various 
others on Mutual and the inde- 


pendent networks for another 


$4,000,000 plus. 


To fulfill their end of the bar- 


gain, the networks are sending 


300 to 400 men each to Chicago 


and San Francisco — reporters, 


editors, commentators, camera 
crews, lighting experts and 
other technicians—to bring the 
squabbles over platforms and 
personalities into the American 
home. 

The Eisenhower decision to 
speak the night of Feb. 29 not 
only signaled the opening of the 
grim season but also pointed. up 
the two tremendous problems 
the networks face in this “elec- 
tronic election year’’—first, the 
reshuffling of programs to han- 
dle political speeches and, sec- 
ond, the big battle over equal 
time and equal opportunity on 


the air waves. 


The White House wanted to 
Both finan- 
cially and otherwise, this posed 
a heady problem for the net- 
works. At that hour C.BS. 
normally had on the ‘United 
States Steel Hour,” with pre-

cious talent contracted for be- 
forehand; the network canceled 
the program at an estimated re- 
bate cost of $100,000. NBC like- 
wise canceled “This Is Your 
Life,” also elaborately pre- 
arranged, at a cost of around 
$50,000. Mutual gave up a 15- 


gninute sponsored show with a 


loss also in the thousands. ABC 
was less hard hit; it had a box- 
ing match on, and the promoter 
was persuaded to delay it from 
10 to 10:30. All networks ab- 
sorbed the cost as a principle 
of public service. 


- * 
HEN it was over, the eight 
months of headaches be- 
gan. 
The network executives knew, 
for one thing, they would, with- 


out doubt whatsoever, hear 
from two men. One was Paul 
M. Butler, chairman of the 


Democratic National Commit- 
tee. The other was Lar (“Never 
Say Die’) Daly, presidential 
candidate on the America First 
ticket. Radio-TV men always 
dread the letter bearing Lar 
Daly's name, for it usually 
means a demand for “equal 
time.” 

Butler’s request came first. 
He asked for “equal facilities” 
for a Democratic response to 
the President. The networks 
said no. When the President of 
the United States makes as 
momentous a decision as this 
one, that’s news, they asserted, 
not politics. 

The Democrats fumed and 
tried again. A legal rwing was 
sought from the FCC, which ad- 
ministers the laws about politi- 
cal use of the air waves. But 
FCC upheld the networks. The 
Democrats, it held, were not 
entitled to equal time. The 
President's speech was not a 
campaign speech, but an an- 
nouncement of intention to seek 
the Republican nomination, and 
in that case the only persons 
who could seek equal time on 
the air would. be some other 
Republican seeking the same 
nomination. 

And so it was logical at the 
point that there should come a 
request from another Republi- 
can seeking the nomination— 
“Never Say Die” Daly. 

Lar Daly lists himself as an 
America First candidate, though 


he disavows the prewar Ameri- 
can Firsters led by Gerald L. 
K. Smith. This year he get out 
to win the Presidency under 
that banner, with the hope that 
Douglas MacArthur would be 
his running mate for the Vice 
Presidency. As a candidate for 
the White House, he declared, 
he was entitled to the same air 
time as his rival, President 
Eisenhower. 

The network lawyers swal- 
lowed hard and went to work. 
Somehow they had to find a 
way to squirm out of this one. 
They found it: 

First, Daly himself had asked 
the Illinois Secretary of State 
in January to remove his name 
from the ballot, thus declaring 
himself out of the running; sec- 
ond, he had used stationery 
listing himself as director of 
the Republiean National Com- 
mittee, which that committee 
said wasn't quite so. Thus, tele- 
vision and radio audiences again 
were deprived of the oratory 
of Lar Daly. 

The demands of Butler and 
Daly typify only one of the 
major headaches that will boost 
the brodcasters’ intake of as- 
pirin as the political parties 
gird for their big electronic 
campaign for votes. 

The problems fall into these 
three main categories: 

1. Legal: The broadcasters 
must abide by the Communica- 
tions Act, passed by Congress 


in 1934 and now somewhat out |

the air. This means not only 
Mr. Dwight Eisenhower and his

LL three problems blend 

into one, actually. From a le-

The Republicans—that is the 
National Committee and the 
congressional campaign com- 
mittees—say they have now 
contracted for all the time per- 
iods they plan to use in the 
six or seven weeks after the 
conventions. 


This amounts to about $2,- 
500,000, with plenty more to be 
spent unofficially by private 
groups like Citizens for Eisen- 
hower. Part of this will be in 
half-hour programs, which cost 
around $50,000 for a generous 
network of stations. Most, how- 
ever, will go into five-minute 
“spots” at around $6000 or 
$7000. 

Timing of these “spots” is 
important. The party strategists 
know that few Americans would 
hold for a political “commer- 
cial” if some other program was 
due to begin. So they have 
asked for the last five minutes 
of popular programs—‘“Disney- 
land,” “I Love Lucy” and the 
like—which have ready-made 
audiences of some size. The 
networks began a year or more 
ago to get the major sponsors 
to shave their regular programs 


by five minutes to allow for 
this. 

But in some cases, “Disney- 
land” being one, it will mean 


the sponsors have to produce 
two shows, one for use with po- 
litical announcements, one for 
use without, and in such cases 
the politicians are going to have 
to pay the extra cost. 

While the Republicans have 
been buying choice “spots” the 
Democrats, with more limited 
financial reserves, have been 
moving more slowly. But the 
law is on their side. No matter 
when they ask it, the networks 
must give them—or sell them— 
time equal in audience value to 
the Republicans’ time.

How to Snack Without Getting 


lf You Eat Between Meals, Cut Some Calories From Your Regular Meals— It's Total That Counts 


By Louis Stern 


Second of two articles from 
“After Reducing, 
telling how you can 
enjoy eating while still holding 
your weight at the desired point. 


HE principle to bear in 

mind in maintaining your 

desired weight is that all 
eating, whether at meals or be- 
tween meals, must be reckoned 
in the total of how much we 
can eat daily. 

I am reminded of the would- 
be dieter whose doctor was 
startled to find a sharp increase 
in weight had taken place in- 
stead of the decrease expected. 
It turned out that the patient 
had the notion that the diet 
prescribed was to be eaten in 
addition to usual meals. 

Let’s not make the same mis- 
take here. Whether our eating 
consists of meals, snacks, dead- 
of-night forays to the icebox, 
a nibble here and there, or 
whatever, the successful cap- 
tain of the “ship of weight” is 
the one who treats all food 
eaten as coming out of the 
Same pot so far as weight is 
concerned and therefore cats 
discreetly to keep the total 
within the limits of individual 
capacity to handle. 

If you do any eating between 
meals, allow for it. For exam- 
ple, if you like a midmorning 
snack despite the fact that the 
time lapse between breakfast 
and lunch is usually the short- 
est between any two meals, you 
can allow for it by cutting 
d. ‘n on breakfast items to 
lave calories for the snack. 
Eat less cereal, one slice of toast 
instead of two, leave off the 
jam. You do no violence to 
the desirable energy-producing 
aspect of breakfast, because the 
meal can safely be smaller, 
Since you don’t need a: much 
energy to carry you to snack 
time when you pick up more 
energy from the snack itself. 

Let me make clear that my 
purpose in citing the example 
is not so much to give you rote 
and method as it is to impress 
upon you the idea that when 
allowance is made for it, you 
can have both your meals and 
snacks without affecting your 
weight—becoming all the hap- 
pier for it, with more good will 
resulting from keeping your 
weight down to where you have 
gotten it. 

To determine how much eat- 
ing there can be outside of 
regular meals without increas- 
ing weight, let us turn book- 
keeper and look at the calorie 
ledger. Again for illustration’s 
sake, take our 2500 daily calo- 
rie average as a starting point. 

We have already seen that 
within this framework of 2500 
calories there’s a goodly quan- 
tity of food. 

We now realize that the cal- 
ories of all eating, both regular 
meals and at other times, must 
not exceed 2500 if weight in- 
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THOSE BETWEEN-MEALS SNACKS AND DRINKS CAN BE HAN- 
DLED IF YOU COUNT THE CALORIES AND SUBTRACT THEM 
FROM YOUR REGULAR MEALS. 


crease is to be prevented. But 
happily, to help us stay within 
this limit, we have had our 
meals and have a balance of 
390 calories left over (see yes- 
terday’s article.) But if we 
usually eat more, let us see 
what can be done to increase 
the balance. 

Obviously our three supposed 
meals must be trimmed, that is 
trimmed to the extent necessary 
to prevent the total consumed 
both at meals and otherwise 
from exceeding 2500 calories. 
It should at the same time be 
obvious that discretionary con- 
trol ought to be exercised over 
the amount of in-between eat- 
ing in order not to have to cut 
meals too much.

FTER a period of conscious- 

ly applying ourselves to 

learn about how much day- 
in, day-out eating we can do in- 
dividually without impairing 
weight, the practice will lead to 
habit. Once habits are formed, 
eating to maintain weight be- 
comes mainly a subconscious, 
nearly effortless, matter. 

The attitude towrrd food of 
anyone who has just passed 
through a period of dieting is 
apt to reflect sensitivity to 
weight-producing potentialities.

Painting Floors. 


S a general rule, we never 
A paint a good-looking soft- 

wood or hardwood floor be- 
cause while paint does provide 
a good wearing surface, it hides 
the attractive wood grain and 
natural coloring. 


When wood floors are in very 
bad condition or where the 
wood is not attractive, we often 
give them a coat of paint. Now 
the paint you want to use on 
interior floors of this type is a 
good grade inside floor enamel. 
If the floor is rough it should 
be sanded smooth before apply- 
ing the paint, and after the 
paint is dry it should be given 
a coat of wax to protect the 
paint. 

Outside porch floors that are 
exposed to the weather and to 
wear should be painted, but 
here you need to use a deck 
paint that can stand up against 
both wear and the weather. 
The floor should be sanded 
smooth, cracks between boards 
filled with white-lead putty and 
care should be taken to be sure 
that the wood is bone dry be- 
fore the paint is applied. 


Concrete floors that are in 
contact with the ground can be 
painted with a concrete floor 
enamel if they are waterproof. 
If water seeps up through the 
floor at certain times of the 
year, no paint is going to hold 
for long when exposed to wear 
as well as moisture. Outside 
concrete terraces, walks. and 
steps can’t be painted, for the 
coating is soon worn off and 
damaged by the rain. Some 
masonry surfaces, such as con- 
crete, can be tinted with a stain 
and this can be effective.

od of eating to control weight. 

A cocktail, hors d’ oeuvres, a 
late-night snack, or an _ ice- 
cream soda are often one-shot 
or one-bite affairs. Each item 
faces us and it’s take it or leave 
it, with temptation pushing us 
to take it. 

But our regular meals con- 
sist of courses, each of several 
mouthfuls and each, except for 
dessert, followed by another. 
There is not, therefore the same 
compulsion and one can more 
readily enjoy some of a course 
and leave the rest without the 
Same sharp regret, knowing 
there is more coming that the 
diner will probably like too; 
there is no compulsive need to 
load up. 

On the other hand, precisely 
because one has dieted and 
realizes the need for modera- 
tion in order to retain benefits 
gained, it is helpful to deter- 
mine just how far we can go 
in extraneous eating wifhout 
upsetting weight. 

Personally, in my own eating 
other than at meals, I have to 
allow for only one constant 
practice: Just before bedtime I 
eat something. It might be a 
serving of cake, or buttered 
muffin or toast. The cake, de- 
pending on kind, may vary from 
100 to 250 calories. Whether I 
stick to something light, like 
the buttered toast with a bit of

Usually I have room for 
it within my calorie limits, but 
if I indulge beyond those, I 
make up for it by a little cut- 
ting down at dinner—less po- 
tato, less butter, less dessert, 
sharply less if dessert is heavy, 
and if it is pie, I leave a good 
part of the crust. I still have 
my bedtime snack, but some- 
thing light. 

If you have beer for your 
afternoon snack, or as part of 
it, it figures 110 calories, ale 
130, a ginger ale only 60, tea 
or coffee with sugar and cream 
80 (no calories without sugar 
and cream). 

Candy runs high, a small bar 
(114 ounces) 190 calories, with 
nuts 275. A single one-inch- 
square chocolate cream, bon- 
bon or piece of fudge 90 calo- 
ries; a single plain caramel 35,

However, don't cut 
breakfast very much, because a 
good breakfast is a desirable 
foundation for the day's work 
ahead. 

I'd like to add a word more 
about the practice I have found 
so helpful for the many times 
it has let me “have my cake 
and eat it too”: Namely, eating 
some, leaving some. How often 
I have thoroughly enjoyed half 
a hamburger on bun, half a 
serving of pie, leaving the other 
half on the plate. It not only 
helps keep down calories, but 


leaves me with a pleasurable 
feeling of satisfaction about it 
all that I am having some fun 
without paying full price to the 


fiddler.

In today’s deal Mrs. Keen led 
the queen of clubs which was 
taken with dummy’s king. It 
was immediately apparent that 
four spades could not be made 
as the defenders could take 
three diamonds and a heart 
right off the top. The club 
opening was only a temporary 
respite as there was no way to 
discard any of these losers. 

Now suppose you held Mr. 
Abel's hand and could see only 
that hand and the dummy. Also, 
suppose Mr. Dale cashed three 
top spades and then led the 
queen of hearts which you won 
with the ace. At this point your 
side would be out of trumps 
and dummy would have four 
good hearts and an entry in 
the ace of clubs. 

A small child would know 
that the only possible hope of 
taking any more tricks lay in 
the diamond suit. 

But of course Mr. Dale did 
not play that way. At trick two 
he led the jack of hearts from 
the board. Obviously Mr. Abel 
should play the ace and return 
a diamond. But this time the 
issue is not as clear-cut. 

For example, maybe Mr. Dale 
has no hearts at all. Maybe he 
is hoping the ace will go up on 
his right so that he can ruff, 
return to dummy via the ace of 
clubs and get rid of a diamond 
on the king of hearts. There is 
no way to tell for sure, And 
Mr. Abel guessed wrong. He 
ducked and Mr. Dale won with 
the queen. A small spade was 
then led to dummy’s eight and 
the king of hearts returned. 
This time Mr. Abel put up 
the ace. 

Mr. Dale ruffed, picked up 
the rest of the trumps and got 

to the board with the ace of 
clubs. He discarded all of his 
diamonds on the good hearts 
and made a grand slam.

The reason for this is a fear 
expressed in certain quarters 
that the work of the Food and 
Agriculture agency is being 
taken over by the U.N. under 
the expanded program of tech- 
nical assistance.

THIS IS not true, and the 
facts are as follows: 

The U.N. and each of the spe- 
cialized agencies have their own 
regular budget which is fi- 
nanced by assessments against 
the member governments of the 
agencies. The use of these funds 
is entirely within the control of 
the agency, and they are used 
to carry out the program voted 
by the member governments 
for the benefit of the entire 
membership. 

The U.N. expanded program 
of technical assistance is fi- 
nanced by voluntary contribu- 
tions from such nations as 
choose to participate. The 
money goes into the central 
fund and is then allocated and 
spent by the individual inter- 
national specialized agencies.

Adlai Stevenson's Bachelor Status 
He Calls It a 'Handicap'—Has a Perfumed File of Proposals

Since Adlai E. Stevenson be- 
came a national figure four 
years ago, a large number of 
women have regarded his bach- 
elor status as something they 
would like to change. To find 
out how the Democratic presi- 
dential hopeful views his sin-

That strictly private expres- 
sion comes from Adlai E. Stev- 
enson, contender for the highest 
office in the land and a most 
eligible bachelor. 

Stevenson, himself, prefers to 
be judged by his stands on the 
vital issues of our times and 
is shy on the subject of sex 
appeal in politics. 

“I like to shake the ladies’ 
hands as much as the men’s,” is 
about all he will cautiously 
admit. 

But all the women in Adlai'’s 

life—since Ellen Borden Steven- 
son divorced him in 1949—seem 
to be good friends or relatives. 
He explains the situation this 
way: 
“If I admitted to a serious 
interest, which I do not, I think 
I'd be considered immoral] for 
not marrying the girl.” 

So he keeps quiet and allows 
himself only occasional dates. 

“I like to go dancing,” he says 
casually. 

During his past seven years 
in the single situation, Adlai 
has had the opportunity to give 
in to bachelor cravings, such as 
working a 16-hour day; gorging 
himself on cherry pie (his fav- 
orite dessert); being uncommu- 
nicative in the morning: eat- 
ing codfish cakes for breakfast;

Adlai might be forced to give 
up all these simple pleasures if 
he had a wife—especially the 
rubbing-in of hair growers. For 
it appears that women adore his 
baldness. 

Having had a good close-up 
look via TV, one woman wrote 
to Stevenson and pleaded: 


“Please don’t ever buy a 
toupee. I think you're marvel- 
ous as you are—bald.. .” 

Whether it’s that baldness or 
the lure of the “First Lady” 
title, Stevenson has been the 
target of enough determined 
females to cause him to admit 
with a grin: 

“We have a perfumed file 


marked ‘proposals.’ I guess I 
have what you might call a Sec- 
retary of Lonely Hearts. If I 
ever got into the White House, 
this might become a Cabinet 
position. Otherwise, the stress 
and strains of the office might 
prove too much for me.” 


Former Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Anna M. Rosenberg, a 
happily-married but nonethe- 
less strong Stevenson support- 
er, analyzed the Adlai appeal 
this way: 

“He's lovable. He has a 
small-boyishness and bashful- 
ness about him which awakens 
the mother instinct. He brings 
out the resourcefulness and 
natural aggressiveness in wom- 
en. His quiet behavior makes 


him somewhat of an underdog. 
Women love that.’ 


Maybe Mrs. Rosenberg isn't 
far off in her appraisal. Much 
of Adlai’s fan mail from fe, 
males shows heavy overtones of 
the “mother instinct.” One 
woman wrote concernedly: “I 
think you've been working too 
hard. There are lines under 
your eyes. Are you eating 
enough yogurt and sleeping 
with the windows open?” An- 
other wrote: “I'm mad for 
children and dogs, 
too, Adlai.”

TEVENSON is “mad” for 
G chiiaren, too, particularly his 

three sons, Adlai Ewing Jr., 
Borden and John Fell. 

In fact, he spends so much 
of his spare time with his sons 
that one close friend suggested 
maybe he just hasn't had the 
time to fall in love again. 

When asked some direct ques- 
tions about his views on life and 
love, Adlai responded this way: 


“I have cliches. If you ask 
me my views on love and mar- 
riage, what else is there but to 
answer that I love love, that I 
love good happy marriages, that 
I love babies? As a matter of 
fact, I do!” 


Stevenson is also willing to 
admit that his mother’s Quaker 
upbringing has made him care- 
ful with money, that he is stub- 
born and likes to lead the way, 
that he is a stickler for punc- 
tuality and neatness, and that 
he likes his meat so rare and 
wild that he really doesn’t need 
a cook—just a shotgun. 


But he is thoughtful about 
gifts, and sentimental occasions. 

In reviewing his “handi- 
capped” bachelor situation, Ad- 
lai recalled a letter from one 
woman who apparently wanted 
to hedge her bet. She suggested 
that he run on a “bachelor 
ticket” with New Jersey's hand- 
some Gov.

N order to visit the third 

house of my tour in the north-

IN 1885 my grandfather sold 
the house and farm to Mr. Ros- 
enkoetter; it now belongs to 
Oscar L. Hammer. All that I 
know about it I heard from my 
family or from Aunt Caline, 
who came from Maryland with 
my grandfather, stayed on after 
receiving her freedom, took care 
of my mother, and.then of me. 
One of the most fascinating peo- 
ple I have ever known, a racon- 
teuse second to none, I can 
hardly bear to leave her to 
write about the house. 


It was built in the traditional 
manner, with a hall in the mid- 
dle and an “L” at the back. 
When my grandmother went to 
Kennard’s in St. Louis to buy 
Brussels carpet, the salesman 
remarked that real estate must 
be cheap out her way.
